Winston Churchill stated recent- 
ly in Parliament thta more Catho- 
lics than Protestants had been 
killed in Ulster.

Morrison, repre- 
senting Queens University in the 
northern Parliament, if this was 
true. 
Dr. Morrison is a Presbiterian 
and would not be likely to favor 
unduly the Catholi¢ side. He re- 
plied that it is doubtiess true that 
the loss in killed and wounded 
among the Catholics has been the 
greater. 

“That is because they have been 
the aggressors,” he said. “The 
Irish Republican army is recruited 
from Catholic ranks. They keep 
up this terrorism in the vain hope 
of making stable government in 
Ulster impossible. And they suffer 
from reprsals of a Protestan’ ele- 
ment thet at times gets beyond 
government control. They suffer, 
too, from the constabulery and the 
British troops, wuo are 
to fire upon them to protect life 
and property.

Federated Fruit Growers to 
be Organized 

To Provide National Outlet 
for Perishables 


Will Avoid Great Overhead, 
Declares Edwards 


Patterned closely along the lines 
adopted bw the successfd! co-oper- 
ative marketing agencies of Call- 
fornia, the Federated Fruit Grow 
ers. Inc., has prepared for filing 
articles of incorporation for car- 
rying on a national co-operative 
marketing agency for perishable 
fruitea and vegetables, it was an- 
nounced here yesterday by J. 8. 
Kd wards. 

The new organization, which has 
heen in the formative process for 
a year, will star: next January with 
an assured turnover of at least 
30,000 cars dt perishables, it was 
statea by Mr. Edwards, who is 
the California director and chair- 
man of the organization commit- 
tee. 

“The Federated Fruit Growers. 
Inc., has been formed for the pur- 
pose of providing a national sales 
agency for producers of perishable 
fruit and vegetables.” Mr. E 4 
wards said. “It ia the outgrowth 
of the oft-repeated plea for produc- 
ers to ‘get together’ and to organ- 
ize a co-operative exchange con- 
trolled and operated by producers. 


AVOID BIG O EAD 

“Because of the overhead * 
penses involved in establishing sale 
»gencies for crops which.are per- 
tshable and for which the season 
is short. progress has been slow 
in certain crops. To offset this 
difficulty, it is the purpose of the 
Federated Fruit Growers. Inc. to 
handle all these short-season crops 
and thus establish. and maintain 
« national sales agency and ma- 
chinery that will benefit all, and 
which will not necessitate great 
overhead fer any one group of 
producers. 

“With this idea in mind, a skele- 
ton organization was formed, 
through the efforts of twenty-one

Nasopharyngea! cbetructions: 

By nasopharyngeal obstructions 
usually is meant enlarged tonsils 
and adenoids. Occasionelly you 
will hear the expression, the child 
has “tonsils.” or “adenoids.” All 
children have tonsils and all chil- 
dren have adenoida! tissue on the 
wall of the back part of the nose 
and throat. A certain amount is 
normal. It is only when it is over- 
grown so that it obstructs the 
breathing to a greater or less ex- 
tent that it causeg trouble. 

A child may have considerable 
adenoidal tissue and not be trou- 
bled from it, because he has a 
roomy haryngeal space, and 
the same 
Amount of adenoidal tissue would 
have an obstruction to his breath- 


ing.
